DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-4, 7, 9-14, 17-20 and 23-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Polidi et al [6,542,814]. 

Polidi et al discloses methods and apparatus for dynamic point of interest display. Polidi 
et al discloses, in addition to the method and apparatus, a computer implemented program 
embodied in a computer readable method for carrying out the method steps. Polidi et al 
discloses accessing shape points that correspond to a route from an origin to a destination 
(columns 1 and 2); identifying a portion of a grid that corresponds to a shape point 
(column 4); identifying locations of interest that are associated with the identified portion 
of the grid (column 4); and identifying at least some of the identified locations of interest 
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as locations of interest for the route (column 4). See also figure 4A. According also to 
Polidi et al, identifying at least some of the identified locations of interest as locations of 
interest for the route comprises eliminating any retrieved location of interest if it is not 
within a predetermined distance of a point along the route or a predetermined driving 
distance of the route (columns 2, 4-5 and figure 4A). As described in column 3, the 
locations of interest are determined by an on-board vehicle navigation system. In column 
5, Polidi et al discloses a location of interest is identified based on an indirect association 
between a location of interest and a shape point. See also the claim section (columns 8- 
10). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Polidi et al 
[6,542,814]. 

Polidi et al does not particularly disclose using a personal digital assistant (PDA) to 
display the identified locations of interests. However, the use of personal digital assistant 
is well known and used in the art to display map including locations of interest. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention 
to be motivated to modify the system of Polidi et al by using a PDA to display the 
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locations of interest because such modification would provide a portable and more 
flexible device, thereby enhancing the convenience of the user. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 5-6, 15-16 and 21-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art of record do not particularly disclose that the grid is a multiple-level grid 
hierarchy, and identifying the portion of a grid that corresponds to a shape point 
comprises associating, with an accessed shape point, a spatial identifier of a portion of the 
multiple-level grid hierarchy, and retrieving locations of interest that are associated with 
a portion of the grid comprises retrieving locations of interest that are associated with a 
spatial identifier of a portion of the multiple-level grid hierarchy.
